PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY 

(Continved From Saturday’s Daily). 

i will just draw attention again to 
the difference in the status of the 
provinees and the status of the Ter- 
ritories in the matter of subsidy, 
which, as I said before, is the main 
matter. The total subsidy per head 
amounts in Ontario, to 66 1-3 cents, 
in Quebec to 66 cents, in Nova Scotia 
to $4 1-4 cents, in New Brunswick to 
¢1.49, in Britash Columbia to $1.72, in 
Manitoba to $2.0b 1-2, in Prince Ed- 
ward ZIsland to $2.05 1-2, and in the 
North-west Territories, on the grant 
ot this year, to $4.47 2-5. Now, un- 
less our hon. friends are prepared to 
give us soue defimite assurance that 
we are not going to be placed in an 
inferior position fmancially to that 
which we occupy at the present time, 
1 certainly cannot say that we cre in 
favor ot provincial autonomy, 
pecially when it 1s held out to us that 
provincial autonomy means giving us 
provincial organization o2 the same 
footing as the provinces. We donot 
want it on those terms; we cannot af- 
ford to take it on those terms. 

The argument has been made that 
the Territorres sboutad have control of 
their public iands and of their owa 
resources in all ways, in order that 
they might be able to aid railways. 
I do not know where this idea eman- 
ted from just now; but I take the 
liberty of calling the attention of the 
Huse to the fact that as a result of 
the proceedings of this session, a8 far | 
as it bus gone, the Northwest is not 
doing bad!y in the matter of aid to 
railways. It. stands at present to 
benefit by the credit of the country 
at large to the extent of some nine 
million dollars in regard to the Can- 
ndian Northern Railway and some 
¢welve million dollars in regard to | 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. It might | 
be, if the Northwest ‘Territories had !

But rail- | 
wavs are being provided in the Ter- i 
ritories as they mever were provided 
before—iiberally and under patisiac- | 
tory conditions. That reason, then, 
for the controi of tands certainly does | 
not exist. 

As to the question whether there | 
should be one province or two, I may 
point cut that the bill which the Ter- 
ritoriai premzer has submitted pro- 
vides for onfy one province. For my 
own part, considering the Territories 
in their present condition, with their 
presepi population, I have no hesita- 
tion in declaring myself in favor of 
only one province. But the comparison 
which the bon. leader of the opposi- 
has made between the Territories 
and the other parts of the Dominion 
does net bold. There is m0 other 
equa! area of the Dominion which of- 
fers the same prospect ‘of early set- 
tlement of ap immense population as 
does the Territories; and it is a fair 
matter for consideration whether such 
a large area, if tully populated, might 
not be tter divided into two or 
mare provinces rather than be heid 
as only one. I submit that at this 
moment, when there is a prospect of 
the early construction of two lines of 
reilway ‘across the Territories, 
through the most fertile part and 
the prospect of a very early and very 
fargze inerease of population in that 
particuiar part of the country, which 
has until recent years been almost 
uninhahited, it is hardly epportune to 
@ecide on ail questions relating to the 
final provincial organiz-

In regard to the treatment accord- 
ed to the premier of the Territories 
by the members of this government, I 
may say that I have had a long ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Hauitain, and I 
am quite satisfied that he is able te 
protect himself. From my more brief 
acquaintance with the members of the 
government here, I believe they are 
able to take their own part, and that 
we can leave that matter to be set- 
tled between them. in regard to the 
people of the Northwest Territories, 
it is a different matter. The ques- 
tions at issue are questions concern- 
ing them and interesting to them; 
and I am bound to say that the 
anewer to the people of the Northwest 
Territories has been fairly satisfao- 
tory. It is contained in the main 
and supplementary estimates of the 
present session, totalling something 
like $1,040,000. This is the answer 
we want; this is the answer for which 
we asked; this is the answer which 
we received, and I beg to assure the 
Hous2 that, so far as it goes, it is @e- 
cidedly satisfactory. Very much 
more so than would be any possible 
interchange of civilities that might. 
have gone on between the represent- 
atives of the two governments.
